Aids Human Safety. 
Work of state and federal agencies 


in Nebraska 
and other states in 


tuberculosis eradication in cattle has 
not only icmoved a serious economic 
loss to the livestock industry, but 
health officials in the various sani- 
tariums have indicated that it has 
resulted in a much lower incidence 
of-tuberculosis in people, particul- 
arly in children, according to H. R. 
Smith, livestock commissioner of the 
National Livestock exchange. 


Comments of Mr- Smith on the 


valuable service the cattle tuber- 
culosis eradication work has done 
are being circulated throughout the 
state as a result of Governor Bryan's 
announced Intention of abolishing 
this work in Nebraska. 
Michigan where the whole state is 


now accredited as a tuberculosis free 
area, in Mr. Smith's ppiiiion fur- 
nishes a fine illustration 
of 
the 


value of the work. 


Lower Death Rat* 


"It has not only lowered the 


death rate materially in people," he 
writes, "but it has reduced to a. very 
large extent the number that are 
crippled and deformed as a result 
of bovine infection. 
"It is doubtful if any project un- 
dertaken by federal and stat* agen- 
cies has given greater satisfaction to 
citizens of tha.t state than has the 
completion of the work of eradicat- 
ing tuberculosis in cattle." 
Dr. Hugh Cabot, formerly dean of 


the medical college of the University 
of Michigan and .now with the Mayo 
cluiic says that there axe two 
sources of tuberculosis in human be* 
ings, from other human beings and 
from animals. In the latter type, he 
says the infection is almost exclu- 
sively transmitted by milk. 
"This source of infection can be 
controlled only by caxeful inspec- 
tion of cattle constituting the milk 
supply. In states or counties where 
such inspection is lax or absent, 
very striking lesults appear." 
There is now pending in the 


Michigan legislature a bill which 
would require the application of the 
tuberculin test on all cattle coming 
into the state unless produced in ac- 
credited modified tuberculosis free 
areas. This is proposed to keep the

State Railway Commission To Consider Class Rates; Woman Convicted Of Murder Sentenced 


RATE HEARINGS 


START MONDAY 


Result to Affect Large 


Yolume of Shipping 


In State. 


Many Expected to Ap- 


pear Before Railway 


Commission. 


With railroads expected to ask 


changes in class freight rates on 
intrastate .traffic, 
which 
would 


mean increases ranging from 10 to 
50 per cent, a hearing will open 
Monday morning before the Ne- 
braska railway commission. The 
hoaxing will open at 10 o'clock in 
the Hotel Cornhusker ballroom. 


Called as a result of the inter- 
state commerce commission's order 
revising class rates on interstate 
traffic, effective April 1, the hear- 
ing will give railroads, shippers and 
others interested an opportunity to 
present data which might affect 
the state commission, in establish- 
ing a new rate scale. 
The railroads are expected by C. 


A. Ross, rate expert for the Nebras- 
ka commission, to ask the same 
scale of rates on intrastate freight 
in Nebrasak as was -approved 'for 
interstate traffic by the interstate 
commerce commission 
The class 
rate scale established by the inter- 
state body gives advantages to long 
haul shippers After having been 
postponed several times, the, inter- 
state class rates are scheduled to 
go into effect Apnl 1, the same 
date that redr-ed grain freight 
rates become effective. 


Two Major Issues. 
Class rates cover all miscellane- 
ous commodities which do not 
move regularly. Begularly shipped 
commodities come under commodity 
rates. Practically all of the less 
than carload lot freight moves at 
class rates as well as a substantial 
proportion of the carload ship- 
ments. 
Two major issues will be pre- 
sented -at the hearing, Rate Expert 
Ross believes. The first is the ques- 
tion of adoption of the interstate 
scale favored by the railroads. The 
second is the question of dividing 
the state into two zones as pro- 
vided in the interstate rates. Mr. 
Ross favors/ making the state one 
zone for intrastate purposes. 


Under the rates the railroads are 
expected to ask, freight on class 
rates from the main jobbing points 
of the state would bear an esti- 
mated increase of from 10 to 14 
per cent Traffic from non-jobbing 
points would bear increases of 
about 45 per cent, the Nebraska 
rate expert estimates. This would 
put the rates or the two types on 
the same level. 
It is almost Impossible, accord- 


ing to Mr. Ross, to compute the 
amount of additional freight that 
Nebraska snippers would liave to 
pay because of the wide variety of 
goods handled, the differences in

of Gen. John J. Pershing, com- 
mander of the A. E. F. 
General 
Edwards trained 
the 


Twenty-sixth division and took it 
abroad. He commanded it until late 
in October of 1918. Suddenly he 
was relieved of his command and 
ordered to return to the United 
States. 
Removal Bitterly Resented- 
The order by General Pershing 


was served on General Edwards 
only a few weeks before the armis- 
tice and was bitterly resented by 
Edwards' friends, who accused Gen- 
eral Pershing of personal prejudice. 
It also created considerable stir in 
New England generally, where Gen- 
eral Edwards had many friends and 
KJyal supporters. General Pershing s 
supporters -countered with the an- 
swer that Edwards had failed to 
meet the A. E. F., requirements as 
a division commander, and the en- 
suing verbal warfare between the 
two groups made army history. It 
almost made political history as 


In the light of this record, a 


statement issued by General Penn- 
ing today upon receipt ot news I 
General Edwards' death was of 
peculiar interest. It made no men- 
tion of his A. E. F.. record .r mili- 
tary accomplishments, but merely 


"I have known General EcTwards 


since we were cadets together at 
West Point and I regret to hear ol 
his death. I have always admired 
his 
attractive personality which, 
during his long army career won 
for him many friends and the re- 
gard of troops he commanded. 


Hurley Praises Service. 
In contrast with the statement 


of the A. E. F.. commander was 
that of Secretary of War Patrick 
J. Hurley. He telegraphed the fol-

Pension Bill on File. 


The old age pension bill is on 
general file and will probably be 
considered Monday.

It makes persons over 
65 who have been Nebraska resi- 
dents for 15 years eligible for pen- 
sions if they have no relatives legal- 
ly responsible for their care and if 
their income is less than $300 an- 
nually.

The following statement in regard

"With reference to the alleged 


futile attempts of causing-the bov- 
ine tubercle bacillus to grow on 
human blood, one is prompted to 
ask where were such attempts made 
and by whom? Where were they re- 
co- ded so that their validity as evi- 
dence may be appraised. In fact 
there is no evidence to show that 
for a hundred years, as stated, trials 
of this sort were made. 
"This was even impossible be- 


cause a hundred years ago the 
tubercle bacilli were not yet discov- 
ered and thus it would be rather 
difficult to undertake experiments 
with them. The tubercle bacillus 
was not discovered until 1882 and 
there is no record that even after 
that time experiments were made to 
grow the bovjne bacilli on or in 
human blood in order to wove their 
disease 
producing 
quality to hu- 


mans. 
"As a reason for the failure of 
these experiments, which, for so far 
as records show, were never made, 
the specific 
differences between 


bovine blood and human blood are 
advanced. Yet, the same differences 
do not appear to prevent abortion 
infection to be acquired from bovine 
sources, as the statement suggests, 
with a show of truthfulness.

To the man who 
is seriously afflicted with it, to the 
so-called good player, it is a tor- 
ment." 


It is difficult to deny that Mr. 
Beach touches the very soul of the 
game as he ;joes on to describe the 
joy of the cherubic duffer cele- 
brating his first score under a hun- 
dred, and the misery of the club 
champion who has putted badly to 
amass a wretched total of 77. The 
whole thing is ridiculous, we must 
admit, yet it is golf, through and 
through. 


The philosophy of the confirmed 


duffer, of the man who enjoys golf 
because it is a game which takes 
him into the air for exercise and 
congenial company and who cares 
not how he plays it, is most ad- 
mirably epitomised in a lew words 
of a friend of mine who said: 


"We have never mastered golf 
until we realize that our good shots 
are accidents, and our bad shots, 
good exercise." 


iT a fine philosophy to take 


out upon the course. In a 
greater or lesser degree, it applies 
to us all, for no matter how expert 
we fancy ourselves to be, we can 
never make a score or play a round 
which, if we are honest with our,- 
selves. we can mark up to our en- 
tire and individual credit. 
The best players in- the world 
are to a large extent the play- 
things of luck or accident: numbers 
of their line scores are attributable 
in some important detail to the 
fortunes of the game. Yet we all 
grumble about a putt that switches 
out of the hole and think nothing 
about a lucky bounce which car- 
ries the ball away from a bunker 
which might have exacted a toll 
of many strokes. The breaks in our 
favor we accept as being as they 
should be, and remember only the 
untowa&l happenings. 
mtHE real dub enjoys golf because 


he plays it with due respect 
to his own limitations. It^is diffi- 
cult some times for the more fav- 
ored ones to comprehend how it Is 
possible for a man to enjoy com- 
piling a score of 130 or more. They 
know very well that if they ever 
played such a round they would 
throw their clubs away. 
The whole thing is comparative, 
and it matters not how terrible a 
golfer may be. he can always find 
some one who can give him an 
even game. And they can whoop 
and howl together over the lunny 
shots and mutually admire occas- 
ional successes. 
Yet. speaking seriously, it is un- 


fair to say that -to the so-called 
good player <rolf is a torment. The 
one thing that kills the chances of 
the good player to enjoy any sort 
of a round is that his play has be- 
come reliable enough lor him to 
set himself a standard. 
I remember one day at East Lake, 


some time ago. when Frafck Ball 
had just arrived to lake up his 
duties as professional. One of the 
members had taken one lesson Irom 
Rank and on this day he was 
holding forth in the locker-room 
on the capabilities of Frank as a 
teacher.

Keep Fuel System Frccze-Proof. 
The entire fuel system should be 


kept absolutely free from water, es- 
pecially in winter weather, or the 
supply of gasoline will be blocked 
and it will be difficult to get tne 
engine started In severe ram or 
snow storms a little water may en- 
ter through the filler neck, 
while 


its cap is off for refueling, and the 
moisture in the warm air, in a near- 
ly empty tank, may condense, when 
it is coolea and introduce some wat- 
er into the fuel The only effective 
safeguard against the consequences 
of such happenings is to drain out 
possible water accumulations fre- 
quently .A plugged opening in the 
bottom of the main tank, a similar 
opening or a cock in the bottom of 
the vacuum tank (If one is in use) 
are provided for this purpose and 
the carburetor bowl has a similar 
opening except in designs 
which 


enable tne whole bcwl to be 
re- 


moved and emptiede. Solid impuri- 
ties are removed as well as the pos- 
sibility of carburetor passages be- 
coming obstructed bv them is elim- 
inated, at the same time With cars 
equipped with a gasoline filter, be- 
tween the vacuum tank and car- 
buretor 01 in conjunction with the 
fuel pump freezing of water in the 
carburetor will be prevented, if the 
glass sediment bowl of the filter 
is emptied as soon as drops of wa- 
ter can be seen in it 


Cause Of Hard Steering. 


If hard steering gradually develops 
it is possible the king pins and the 
bushings have become gummed so 
badly that grease or oil will no long- 
er reach them. The best remedy is 
to remove them and wash thorough- 
ly with gasoline before replacing. 


Running for a short distance in 


seccnd gear with the spark partially 
retarded is an effective way to speed 
up the engine warming process on 
a cold daj

Lincoln Woman Tells of Attending Conference On Cause and 


Cure of War At Washington, D. C. Where She Heard 


Many Notables Define Present Outlook. 


Since returning fro i the -, Cause general chair .nan of the conference 


and Cure of War conference which 
she attended recently as a delegate. 
Miss Helen McGerr has made a 
most interesting story of her im- 
pressions

the outstanding events which took 
place.

One of my first impressions as I 
entered the spacious lobby of the

Describing the first conference, she 
said- "A group of national organi- 
zations came together in Washing- 
ton and timidly asked each other 
whether it might not prove profit- 
able to hold a conference and find 
out from those who knew what 
really had caused war and what 
would cure war. The delegates and 
the organizations were shy and dis- 
trustful 
of each other, and the 
speakers were afraid of us. Con- 
gress viewed us with suspicir t. Ful- 
ly half of our program was not sup- 
plied with speakers a few days be- 
fore the 
conference opened. As 
many as six men were asked to 
treat a certain topic before we 
found one bold enough to do so, but 
even then, he insisted upon chang- 
ing the topic." 


Now, 
in the sixth conference, 
Mrs. Catt said, any speaker may 
say what he pleases and no delegate 
will go home in consequence. She 
also seated that through these an- 
nual conferences, the women ha\e 
isolated the 257 causes of war stated 
to them and have learned—as Lord 
Grey stated in his memoirs regard- 
ing the World war—that competi- 
tion in armament building is the 
chief cause of war and that pacts 
of peace and of disarmament are 
the chief cures of war. 


Europe Armed Camp. 
Mr. James G. McDonald, chair- 
man of the Foreign Policy associa- 
tion, summed up the events lead- 
ing to war and peace around the 
world for 1330. He stated that Eu- 
rope at the present time is like an 
armed camp—that there are more 
men in the European armies now 
than there were before the war- 
that the tariff law passed by the 
United States, as well as its'non- 
recogiiizaace of Russia and refusal 
to join the World cout, have tended

Crows are found all over this 
country. They are not all exactly 
alike, but they are all black and all 
are called crows. One that lives 
along the shore of the ocean and 
eats dead fish that the waves throw 
out is called fish crow. The one 
we see here is just the common 
crow= 


Every girl and boy living in the 
country sees it all year through 
and will know it when they know 
but few other birds. Girls and boys 
in cities and towns can see them 
for they fly over and usually call 
as they fly. On looking up this bigi 
black bird is seen flying straight 
for somewhere and flapping its 
wings for it does not soar as hawks 
and some other birds do. 


A crow looks black but when it 
is close its leathers show other 
colors, blue, green and purple. 


A short walk into the country 


will give us a chance to see a crow 
if we do not happen to see one 
flying overhead. 


It stays with us in winter as well 
as summer, but many of them 
gather in large flocks when autumn 
comes and stay together until in 
the spring when ihe~ go to their 
nesting places. Some few independ- 
ent ones stay about by themselves. 
These large flocks sometimes num- 
ber hundreds and even thousands. 
They roost together, cominc in 
these flocks each evening and leav- 
ing the roosting place early in the 
morning. They go together to fields 
that are their feeding ground, some- 
times breaking up into smailcr

HE neighborhood club members 
gathered 
early 
at 
Nancy's 


home. She had Lois, who really had 
suggested the idea for the new 
quilt, hold up a large drawing of 
the quilt as it would look when 
finished. 
"To help you all, I have a leaf- 
let prepared giving all the dimen- 
sions and directions for the mak- 
ing of the quilt. This leaflet gives 
size of strips, ways of putting 
pieces together and suggests color 
schemes. With this as a guide it 
will be easy to put the blocks to- 
gether. At each club meeting we 
will make one block of the vine 
and join' it to its neighbor. You 
noticed in the drawing shown last 
week that we Have four vines down 
the center part of the quilt. The*: 
are 44 flowers all told on these 
vines. Each vine has 11. But the 
first and third vine use the same 


flowers and the second and fourth 
repeat each other. That means we 
have 22 flov;er patterns to work 
out. 


"Then we need a pattern for the 
border vine and its leaves. But we 
come to that soon enough. Sup- 
pose we start on the first block." 


Nancy had each member tear or 


cut block of soft white gingham. 
It was six and one-half inches 
square. This block would be six 
inches when finished. That is, one- 
half inch came off for seams. One- 
quarter inch allowance for seams 
is made on each one of four sides. 


Nancy suggested that plain white 
be used, although a fast color, pas- 
tel shade could be used. But the 
old time quilts used white, and 
moreover, as she said, the white of- 
fered a better contrast to the color 
of the flower and vine. 


The members cut out the square 


•with the pattern as given in to- 
day's paper. They pasted this on 
light weight card or tag board and 
dried it under pressure. Then they 
cut out the various pieces. The 
flower is in one with a round cen- 
ter appliqued over the patterned 
material. 
The small green sepals are alike

so that one pattern wDl do for the 
four. 


Next the leaves were cut out and 
the stem. 
These patterns were laid on the 
cloth. 
N a n c y 
cautioned 
them 
aganst using a material which 
might not be color fast. She sug- 
gested that they wash a bit of it 
first. 
In cutting the cloth they allowed 
a quarter inch on all sides for 
turning under. 
The evening primrose is light 


yellow in color. The sepals, those 
four dark projecting points are of 
the same shade of green as the 
leaves and stems. 
The center may be a deeper yel- 


low than the petals, or it may be 
of plain yellow to contrast with the 
figured material used in the flower. 
Or plain, soft yellow may be used 
for flower and figured for the cen- 
ter.In choosing the greens used "in 
this quile get two shades. One shade 
will be used in this first vine for 
leaves and stem and the lighter 
shade will be the color chosen for 
the overlapping leaf which will join 
one block to another. You get a 
hint of that leaf in the dotted por- 
tion at the base of the stem. Nancy- 
told the club members that she 
would explain this leaf at the next 
meeting. 


After the pieces were cut and 
the edges turned they were pressed 
and basted and then pinned in 
shape as shown in the small in- 
sert at bottom of picture. Then the 
flower was appliqued using a fine 
slanting, invisible hemming stitch. 
And ine first block of the magic 
vine qcilt was finished. 


A bolck just like this is used in 
the third vine of the quilt so the 
members made a duplicate of the 
first block while they had cloth 
and patterns at hand.

BACKGAMMON OF TODAY

The Running Game. 


A running game, in which every- 


thing is subordinated to speed in 
progress, would win with only a 
slight superiority in throwing, pro- 
vided none of the men was hit. But 
this is hard to avoid, and since, 
when a man is hit. it requires three 
average throws (25 pips) to re- 
enter, carry around and throw him 
off. It is clear that one or two hits 
will go far to offset a great su- 
periority in high throws. Moreover, 
such a game offers the minimum 
of opposition to the progress of the 
adversary, and. if it is once slowed 
up. recovery of the lead is pure 
luck, since-the position offers little 
hope of a successful defense. 
It Is, as has been said, the least 
desirable form of attack, but, -with 
two or three exceptionally large. 
throws at the start, it would be 
folly not to turn this handicap to 
the best advantage. 
I 


Once the men are well on their | 


way. 
the chief care should be to' 


provide for their safe arrival. Points 
in the board are now most neces- 
sary, particularly as the adversary 
trill be in no hurry to move out of 
the inner table. If the adverse point 
on the 1 has already been broken. 
so much the better. Every chance 


should be taken to make points in 
the board beyond the adverse men. 
A blot In the board should not be 
hit. if. in re-entering, the man 
might be able to join his compan- 
ion to make a lower point. 


No effort should be made to block 


the adversary: to hit an • adverse 
blot would add to the difficulty of 
safe homecoming, with a quite in- 
commensurate advantage hi the 
delay of the opponent. The initial 
advantage in progress should be 
enough to win. 
If the inner table is clear of op- 
ponents, no throw should be spent 
in improving the position in the 
board of men already home, unless 
the throw would cause a blot, if 
played by the outside men. 
If a blot must be left, try to ar- 
range the exposure against a com- 
bination shot (one needing two 
dice) only. If this is impossible, 
place the exposure as near as may 
be to the threatenening opponent. 
It is harder to throw a 1 than, say. 
a 4. 


If there is a choice of exposures, 
risk the man furthest from home. 
Less progress has been lost if it is 
hit.

in the spring when the nesting 
place is chosen, usually high up in 
a tree. The nest is a layer of sticks, 
then twigs, grape vine and weed 
bark, grasses and moss and lined 
with something soft. - 


The eggs are greenish and cov- 
ered with brown spots. 
The farmer does not give much 
thought to the crow until the corn 
begins to-peep out of the ground. 
Even when he plows his ground he 
rather likes to see the crow follow 
along in the furrows and eat the 
grubs that the plow uncovers and 
the little field mice that are driven 
from their nests. It is when the 
crow pulls out some of the sprout- 
ing corn that the farmer and his 
son begin to talk over what can 
be done to l-;ep the crows away 
from the corn field. About the 
same time the other birds begin 
nesting and crows have been seen 
robbing nests of eggs and even 


j'oung birds. All of these things and 
a few more are counted up against, 
the crow. It is the truth. It dot's 
these things for we must believe 
those who have seen it and tell us 
about it. But to be fair to the crow 
we must make another list and in 
that put down all the good things 
it does. 


They eat great numbers of grubs 
.and worms as they walk over the 
grass fields during the day. They 
destroy many cutworms, caterpil- 
lars, mice and young rats. They 
eat dead animals that if left lying 
would make the air impure. They 
eat seeds and berries. They eat al- 
most anything hence can live al- 
most anywhere.

IFTY-EIGHT years is a 


long time for man or in- 


stitution to be 
intimately 


identified •with the progress 
and development of a busi- 
ness or community. But that 
is the record of St. Paul Evan- 
gelical church, Thirteenth and 
F streets. Ever'since Lincoln 
was a small village, and only 
four years after the first mu- 
nicipal government was set 
up in 1869, St. Paul's Evan- 
gelical congregation has been 
progressively active in the 
moral and physical develop- 
ment of the community. 


St. Paul's record is an en- 


viable one. It is a record of 
fifty-eight years of service to 
the community.

while. It also is a record of 
identification with the things 
that have made Lincoln an 
outstanding home city, recog- 
nized as such from coast to 
coast and from the Gulf to 
the border, because of its 
schools, colleges, universities, 
and churches. 


Although organized on. February 


3. 1873. activities of the congrega- 
tion date back to an even earlier 
time. 
Just how much earlier no 
one knows It is known however^ 
that occasional services were held 
heie by traveling ministers of the 
early days, and that 
a Sunday 


school was under way a number of 
years before the organization of the 
congregation. 
For the most part 


the sessions of the school were neld 
in an old stone school house erect- 
ed m 1868. at the corner of Eleventh 
and Q streets. Some of the earliest 
services also were held in this 
buildinc

With this small beginning, the

During the fifty-ei£ht year* that St Paul's Evangelical church has 


been organized, the congregation has held services in four churches 
and an old stone school house that at one time stood near the north- 
east comer of Eleventh and Q ttreeti. The fpnr churches are shown 
in the picture. The seven pastors who have ministered to the spiritual 
welfare of the congregations also are shown. 
The first church was built during the summer of 1873, and was 


dedicated September 7, the same year. The building is shown at the 
left at the top of the picture.

a site for the first church, it was

This was on March 


14 1873 The lots were on F street 
between Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets.First Building Cost $600. 


The site obtained, it was decided to 


erect a church on one of the lots. 
The building was to be 20 feet 
wide and 36 feet long. Work was 
started almost at once and the first 
house of worship of the congrega- 
tion was dedicated on September 7. 
the structure having been completed 
at a cost of S600. Of this $141 was 
donated by churches of Iowa, Illi- 
nois, Missouri and Indiana. 


The first minister was Rev G. 


Regier. who conducted the dedica- 
tory exercises, assisted by Rev. Mr. 
Guebner of Nebraska City. 
Other 


ministers at the service were Rev. 
Mr. Barkmann of Arago, Neb ; and 


was to be $4,000. This structure, the second in the group, was dedicated 
In the spring of 1887. In 1890 a new pastor was called. He served for 
eight years. One of his first tasks was to remodel the interior of the 
church, which was done at an expense of $1,200. Continued growth of 
the congregation, however, compelled another remodeling between 1903 
and 1914. A basement was built, the building raised and covered with 
a vener of brick,1 only to be changed again in 1916, when the interior 
was remodeled, and new lighting fixtures installed along with a num- 
ber of memorial windows, donated by the Ladies Aid. This building is 
the third from the left. The fourth is th* present structure, dedicated 


June 27, 1926. It is one of the most beautiful religious edifices in the 
city, and cost the congregation $70,000. Besides a pipe organ, it has 
many other modern church conveniences. 
In the order in which they appear in the picture, from left to 


right, the pastors who have served the church are Rev. G. W. Regier, 
1873-74; Rev. P. Hefner, 1880 to 1890; Rev. J. Kroehnke, 1890 to 1898; 
Rev. H. Feix, 1898 to 1903; Rev. G. A. Newman, 1903 to 1914; and Rev. 
A. Matzner, and Rev. F. L. Rodenbeck. Rev. Mr. Matzner came to 
Lincoln in 1914 and remained as pastor of St. Paul's congregation un- 
til January 1931, when he was succeeded by R*v. Mr. Rodenbeck.

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'Self Interpreting' And 'Hieroglyphic' Bible Among Lincoln Woman's Rare Books 
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If the oldest ol the four valued 


and interesting Bibles now carefully 
preserved by Mrs.'Anna Treat Bee- 
man had not descended to her, it 
would be owned by her third cousin, 
Bruce Barton, the noted author. In 
the course of its long history, how- 
ever, it came into Mrs Beeman's 
branch of the family,_and she keeps 
it with care at her home, 6947 Starr 
street. 


The Treats are all descended from 
Robert Treat, a Colonial governor 
of Connecticut, born in England in 
1622, who settled in Milofrd, Conn, 
in 1639 After a time, he went with 
a group to found Newark, N J but 
m 1672 he returned to Milford. Four 
years later he was chosen deputy 
governor of Connecticut, and 1683 
was elected governor. With the ex- 
ception of two years, he served un- 
til 1698 As the colony could not 
seem to get along without him, he 
WSA again deputy from the latter 
year until 1708, two years before 
his death. 
John Treat, who married Esther 


Clark, was descended by two lires 
from this doughty governor, who ' 
also distinguished himself in King ] 
Philipp s war. The record of the 
birth of John Treat is the first in ] 
the big old "Brown's Bible," the 
date being November 17 1755 His 
marriage to Mrs. Clark is recorded 
for May 1, 1796 


Pioneered In Ohio. 


Following John Treat's death in 


Milford, his widow, with her five 
sons and two daughters, whose, 
births are all written in the finest | 
Spencenan script in the old Bible | 
came to Western Reserve. O It was 
a wilderness then, but Esther Clark | 


" came of pioneer stock, and 
she 


made a successful home in the new 
country. Of Puritan ancestry, she | 
raised her family with 
sternness I 
and beventy in tne fear of God, but 
all of the children became success- 
ful men and women 
The oldest son was John Treat 
jr.. and his granddaughter. Esther 
Treat Bushnell, married William E 
Barton. Their oldest son is Bruce 
Barton Mrs Beeman's grandfather 
ana 
his great-grandfather were 


brothers. 
Esther Clark Treat in her later 


life made her home with her second 
son, Garry Treat, in Taimage, O.. 
and Garry Treat was Mrs Beeman's 
grandfather 
He married Mary 
Treat Woodruff, his fourth cousin- 
and in so doing, their children havg 
descended in three lines from the 
Colonial governor. Robert Treat 
Mrs Esther Treat gave the Treat 
Bible, which came with her from 
Milford, to Ohio, to Sidney Clark 
Treat, a favored grandson and Mrs. 
Beeman's uncle.

Sidney Treat left the Bible at 
young Garry Treat's home, when he 
went west at one time.

w hen Mrs. Beeman's father recen ed 
it The hierodvphic Bible, prepared 
especially for children, is a compila- 
tion of illustrated Biblical verses In 
place of the whole woiding being 
written, certain of the words are 
pictured 


One of the pages has this verse: 


"But the Lord 'the Hebrew letters 
in place of the Anglicized word) 
sent out a great wind (a head emit- 
ting an enormous puff of w md > into 
the sea (pictured) and there was a 
mighty tempest (a terrible storm) 
in "the sea (picture) so that 
the 
ships (pictured) were like to be

Another verse is in this manner: 
"I know all the kias 'picture of a 
goati of the mountains (a range of 
hills), and the wild beasts (an ele- 
phant) of the field (a meadow) are 
mine" 


A third verse is pictured as fol- 


lows. For U by one mans (a stern 
appearing man with arms folded", 
offense. Death (a skeleton with a 
scythe) eriened by one; much mare, 
thqy which receive abundance of 
grace ana of weight of righteous- 
ness (a woman's figure with a sword 
and a scale in her hand) shall 
reign in life by one, Jesus Christ 'a 
drawing of the Christ >. 


Mrs Beeman has fne of the six 


voiuine set of Scott s commentaries, 
the fifth London edition, with the 
authors last corrections and im- 
provements 
This set was pub- 
lished in 1831. Thos Scott, rector of 
Aston Sanford In Buckinghamshire, 
wrote his commentaries, an im- 
mense work, between 1788 and 1892, 
In its day it had immense circula- 
tion and influence. Fully half of 
each page is given over to exten- 
sive critical notes It is said tnat 
John Quincy Adams read daily from 
Scott's Commentaries.

they slept in a saw mill and grist 
mill o p e r a t e d by one ol the 
brothers. Abram Courtnght. Until 
their own home could he built, they 
remained -Rith Mrs. Mason's brother 
in his dugout. Their household 
equipment had come bv rail to 
Denison. la. but from there it was 
freighted to Milford 


Their homestead wa<= located be- 


tween Milford and Pleasant Dale, 
and the home they built was one 
of the finest of the time. In place 
of the soddy or dugout. Mr. Mason 
felled green cottonwoods. had them 
sa-wed into boards at the mill and 
constructed his house of the boards, 
placed upright. By December the 
house was complete, with the excep- 
tion of shingles Plattsmouth was 
the nearest trading center, and it 
was R round tn_ of five days, and 
the bitter winter and almost total 
lack of roads except a couple of 
eovemrnent trails, made that trip 
impossible. In the spring of "68. Mr. 


Mason sold a cow and went to 
Plattsmouth for shingles. 


The house had one room up- 
stairs and one downstairs, with 
glass windows and ordinary doors. 
The lumber was green and as it 
dned. it shrank, leaving cracks, 
through which the snows came, or 
the summer sun. The house was 
always bitterly 
cold, 
and 
Mrs 


Mason 
remembers freezing 
her 
heels and trying to thaw them in 
the o\en. Sometime later, two bed- 
rooms were added, and that home 
sufficed until they built a new and 
large home. A part of the original 
structure 
was occupied by the 


Masons or by their tenants until 
they sold the farm in 1912

came to Nebraska, and in the 
spnag of 1867, they removed to 
Seward county.

winter. And we had lots of hard- 
ships The grasshoppers took all we 
had. and we didn't hare a crop. But 
we had our cows, and milked them 
and took the butter to Plattsmouth. 
And we had drouths and rain and 
hard tnnes 


Sheep Sorrel For Pie. 


"Our 
oldest daughter hunted 


three days for enough sheep sorrel 
to make into what she thought 
would be a pie. A little boy wanted 
his mother to make fried cakes out 
of corn meal and frv them in venter. 
We didn't have much chance in our 
food.

tribesmen returned to spend the I 
night dancing about his grave and i 
giving the most stupendous whoops j 
at regular and frequent intervals.

"Pail •was gloomy enough without j 
that." Mrs. Mason emphasized. 


On another occasion, they had 


been to Turkey creek, leaving their 
eldest daughter, then a small child. 
and Mrs. Mason's sister at home. 
Returning about 10 o'clock in the 
evenmr, they sair the smoke frosi 
many tepees r^iag in the night air. 
Hurrrme on to investigate they 
found that between 500 and 600 In- 
dians Trere encamped not ten rods i 
from their home. -They -were pre- , 
sumablr on a cross country trek, for j 
they had not bothered any one, but . 


the next morning an old settler, 
•wise in the -way of the Indians, ex- 
hibited a club and told them to 
move on. Which they did without 
delay. 
Mr Mason remembers that one 


of his bitterest experiences was 
going to Plattsmouth for some har- 
vesting machinery, and leaving the 
family -with little" food and no flour 
at home. All supnlies had to come 
from Plattsmouth, and he knew 
there -was no way to get food if the 
cupboard: was bare. Arrived in the 
village, he found he had to trait a 
•week for the machinery, as it had 
been missent and then mislaid, and 
thit precious time isas going while 
tracers hunted it. When it did ar- 
rive, he left Plattsmouth after 10 
o'clock at ruebt. and ^jade as fast 
time as possible home. iThere was 
not a spoon of flour in tne house, 
and the family -which had been 
living on little else than potatoes, 
was wanting food. 


A full life can be lived in seventy 


years, from the thin days of pio- 
neering to the competence of age. 
But neither Mr. Mason nor his wife 
have lost their optimism nor ttieir 
buoyancy nor their cheer in that 
time. The heavy burdens may have 
matured them in their youth, but 
it did not break their spirit. 


"We didn't know seventy j^ars 


ago we would live so long." Mr. 
Mason said as he smiled at his wife. 
"But I'm clad we have"

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NEBRASKA REVERIES. 


A news dispatch which appeared in The Omaha 


vVorld-Herald, describing farm conditions in north- 
;ast Nebraska as gathered by a rambling correspond- 
ent, must have unlocked the floodgates of memory 
'or manv of the older citizens. 


"On° farm- exoert." the writer declares, "said tha 


.ie had never seen such large wood piles in the farm- 
in" community 'n his life 
Farmers everywhere are 


Hjttiri<>' woo^.' The weather has been open; there has 
been little else to do." 


We read the story with relish because a little over 


a quarter of a century ago on the farm it was one o; 
our regularly appointed tasks to furnish part of the 
motive power for a cross-cut saw. There is a rea! 
thrill in felling a tree wherp you want it, and then 
in cutting it up in the proper* sized lengths for fire 
wood. It is music when the sharp toothed cross cul 
eats its way through elm, and oak, and ash. We came 
to have a certain contempt for cottonwood although 
practically every farmside in those days had its big 
grove of cottonwoods and necessarily, they formed 
part of the woodpile. But the cottonwood was soft 
and split so readily it required no skill to send the 
keen blade of the axe through it in a single stroke. 


When the oak was free from knots, it was also pos- 


sible to split the log with a single'blow by carefully 
picking out the grain. Ash and elm called for more 
of a struggle. The grain of the wood was not so 
easily discerned, more frequently you ran counter to 
it, and then It was necessary to drive a wedge deep 
Into the heart of the leg before it would yield to the 
axe. What a feeling of pride it produced, when with 
evening closing in, you were able to call dad's atten- 
tion to a long rick of wood, which insured warmth 
for the family during the cold winter days and 
nights.

And now In the 
'"owns and cities of this prairie 


state, the wood fire has been completely replaced by 
the coel furnace, by fhe oil burner or by natural gas. 
From the fields hundreds of tniles away, the oil and 
the gas is piped directly, to the home. 


Pity the boy of today in these same towns and 


cities. He will never know what it Is to tackle the 
task of building the old woodpile to proportions which 
insure adequate fuel to last through the winter. He 
must go out in the country, to the farmsides if you 
please, before he 'comes in contact with one of the in- 
sfitutions which did much to develop industry and 
character among the boys of pioneer days in Ne- 
braska. Cutting wood is not a lazy job. It is hard 
work. It leaves aching muscles and calloused hands. 
After a long, hard day at it, a warm dinner, (it was 
supper in those days), a bath and then the comfort 
and joy of a soft bed. How one could sleep—a restful 
sleep—undisturbed'by dreams or insomnia! 


There were times when the woodpile interfered with 


one's pleasures. About the time that the ice on the 
river reached the thickness to support the weight of 
a legion of boys, it seemed the woodpile was a little 
low. Perhaps you would compromise with a morning 
of wood cutting and an afternoon of skating. 


It was an open air, healthful, care free life, filled 


with hard work and simcle amusements, but the boys 
who came to know it. now grown to manhood and 
far removed from the farm and the woodpile can 
never look back upon it without a thrill ol pleasure. 
ThPii woodpiles in northeast Nebraska, larger than 
usual because of an open winter, serve to remind us 
that we are still close to the soil here in Nebraska. 
That fact is inherently one of the state's greatest 
sources of strength. 


pendcnce to the occupants of the state house In Lin- 
coln. 


Such a course would be fair neither to the state nor 


to the villages. And particularly is such a proposal 
lacking in justice to the former. Through the sys- 
tem now in vogue, the state takes the highway fund, 
derived from various sources, but principally from the 
gasoline tax and from the federal government, and' 
undertakes to construct highways for the benefit of 
all of the people. It builds roads to the gateways of 
the various cities and villages, thus leading travelers 
from all directions thereto. It is then, of'course, up 
to those municipalities to make themselves travel- 
worthy. 


Lincoln, Omaha, Beatrice, Hastings and the other 


cities pay thousands of dollars annually in taxes on 
gasoline used in vehicles which never leave the pav- 
ing in the municipalities in which they are owned. 
This money is used to improve the highways of the 
entire state, not a cent of it being used in the cities. 
The latter, therefore, have a right to expect that 
other municipalities will be treated in the same man- , 
ner, caring for their own thoroughfares, and allow- 
ing the state money to be used on the state system. 


Rural sections are righttully jealous of any at- 


tempt upon the part of the federal government'or the 
commonwealth to interfere with their local affairs. 
They believe, as they should, in home rule. In this 
connection it should be remembered that the mort- 
gage debtor is never independent; .and people who 
want to run their own business in their own way 
should be independent.

AN UNWISE MOVE. 


A bill which would , strike a crippling blow at the 


municipal system under which the city of Alliance 
operates has quietly been pushed out of i committee in 
the state senate and will appear on the floor of the 
senate for discussion Monday. 


It is the measure which proposes to repeal all sec- 


tions of the statutes providing a. means of carrying 
on a city manager lorrn of government in cities under 
100,000 population in Nebraska. 


Since the same measure was introduced both In the 


house and senate by Lincoln members of the legisla- 
ture, it is safe to assume that, its purpose was to 
avoid further efforts to submit the 
city manager 


plan to Lincoln voters. 


Although the Star has always been opposed to the 


city manage'r form of government, it cannot support 
this measure. 
Inhere is a real question .whether It 


would affect Lincoln anyway, because the 
capital 


city's home rule charter would seem to give it au- 
thority to establish any form of government it de- 
sires. 
' 


The bill would strike a death, blow at the city man- 


ager plan which has been used successfully at Alli- 
ance. The people of Alliance are entitled to carry 
on their government under this plan if they so de- 
sire. Other cities are entitled to the opportunity to 
try it if they wish, though this paper does not favor 
it as a general municipal program. 


The senate should act unhesitatingly in killing the 


measure when it is called on general file Monday.

Bell witnessed Washington and his followers battle 
and ovorconsc far greater odds, both economic and 
political. In spite of everything she tolled out the 
message engraved on her side—one which roust re- 
assure us todav as ever before—"Proclaim libcrty 
ihrouchout all the land unto all the Inhabitants 
thcrcof,"

It was the national socialists or fascists who were 


responsible for the government banning "All Quiet 
on The Western Front." The board of movie censor- 
Ing had passed on this talkie and approved It Then 
the fascists loosed snakes in theaters, organized pro- 
test parades and sponsored other demonstrations 
against this film. They claimed the film, produced 
from a book by a German author, presented the Ger- 
man soldiers In an unfavorable light *nd was too 
paciflstic. 


The government took what seemed the easiest 


course at that time., reversed the action of the cen- 
sorship board and prohibited showing of this great 
•war picture. Now some of the effects of this decision 
are beginning-to make their appearance. 


Germany settled nothing when it banned Remar- 


que's story in the talkie version. Instead it opened 
up the entire question of censorship. The present 
situation shows that it is true of nations as well as 
of Individuals that courageously attacking a problem 
and reaching an honest solution of-lt prevents a mul- 
titude of future difficulties and proves la the long run 
o be the best policy. •

The reason i prcier Is that, in 


view of the tragedy and suffering 
entailed in the World war, countless 
hoss in every civilized land have 
arrived at a fixed determination 
that war shall cease. These millions 
of intelligent men and women arc 
quite aware of the formidable causes 
of war which still exist, and of the 
forces which operate In its behalf. 
They do not underestimate. 
But 


they believe that the mind of God i 
utterly opposed to armed conflict be 
tween His. Children, and that there 
is sufficient obedience to that mind 
in the human heart to accomplish 
war's abolition. 
For those thus convinced, war is 
doomed. Repudiated as it Is by the 
racial conscience, it can never again 
command the unanimous support of 
nations. Is not this the great end 
for which our gallant sailors and 
soldiers fought? Was not the past 
war declared to be 
"a war upon 
war?" Assuredly it was, and we 
should not betray the dead who died 
to make it so. Let us keep faith with 
them.

Charleston, W. Va. 


One of my periodicals, which has 


just come to hand, 
grives a new 
translation of the thirteenth chap- 
ter of first Corinthians. The last 
verse reads as follows: "And now 
abideth 
Fundamentalism, Premil- 


lennialism, and Love, but the great- 
est of thete Is Love." What do you 
think of this translation? The edi- 
tor's comment Is: "I do not under- 
stand why every Christian is not a 
Premillennialist, as the Bible .seems 
to teach it so plainly." He speaks of 
a Modernist as bcine a postmillen- 
nlallst. and says no Christian has a 
right to compromise with error. Will 
you kindly give us your views on this 
MilHennium question? 


ANSWER. 
The translation you quote trans- 


gresses reverence and sound judg- 
ment, to say nothing of its some- 
what insolent substitution of Funda- 
mentalism and premillennialism for 
Faith and Hope. Forget it. 
The one New Testament passage 
referring to the millennium is found 
In Revelations xx, 1-10. This Is a 
picturesque and symbolical descrip- 
tion of Christ's so'vereignty, a truth 
common to the Christian revelation. 
But those who limit His reign to a 
specific period and place it between 
catclysmic upheavals overlook his- 
tory's continuity. It does not swing 
to and fro In pendulum fashion, but 
moves steadily forward toward bet- 
ter conditions. 


While distressing calamities and 
wars abound, many good and faith- 
ful souls favor the pessimistic view 
that humanity must be worse be- 
fore it can be better, and that Christ 
must visibly reappear and inflict a 
just vengeance" on the foes of right- 
eousness. During their punishment 
His chosen saints will remain with 
Him in midair, after which He will 
descend to the earth in spectacular! 
fashion, and judge its inhabitants. 
Such is the premillennial Caching. 
On the other hand, the post- 
millennialist is confident that Chris- 
tianity will broaden, deepen and 
adapt itself until its ideal conditions 


are realized. The millennum will 
then occur, to be followed by an era 
of• npostaqy. after which Christ will 
return in power to punish the 
wicked and reward the righteous. 
I accept the more spiritiil teach- 
ing of the Gospels, especially that of 
St. John, that Christ has never left 
His Church. He abides with all men 
in the witness of the Spirit of God. 
I do not accept the theories you 
name bccausethey violate history 
and misread the process of Divine 
Redemption. Hitherto all mllleninl 
calculations have miscarried. They 
are 
neither truly 
religious nor 


ethical, but fatalistic, pessimistic 
and materialistic.

ANSWER. 


The man who sees our prospects 
through rose-colored glasses can be 
almost as big a social liability as the 
man who sees them as gray and for- 
bidding. "Optimism," says Voltaire, 
'is the obstinacy of maintaining that 
everything is best when it is worst" 
Such artfiicial cheerfulness precipi- 
tates trouble. Its smV becomes a 
fixed grin of inanity. Its advice is 
instinctively rejected by informed 
minds. 


Nevertheless, there is a true and 
sterling optimism which faces the 
sternest facts without flincing. Its 
grandeur overcomes the gloom. Its 
calm courage is undaunted by the 
dreariest outlook. It maintains that 
neither the best nor the 
worst is 


everything, but that we can ally our- 
selves with the best against tha 
worst, and thus develop our forti- 
tude and strength. 


Reverses and "setbacks, rightly 
handled, help us to forge ahead 
afresh, whereas unbroken sunshlnp 
saps a people's morale. The rudfi 
tempest evokes the mariner's skill 
and causes the resolute traveler to 
push forward into its blast .There- 
fore let us work more and worry 
less, in order that children and old 
folk may be protected and personal 
and collective life be blessed. After 
all, a saine optimism pays big divi- 
dends, whereas chronic pessimism 
pays none. And these payments have 
values which money does not affect.

where the players are numerous 
and the orchestral pieces varied. 
the outlay is surprisingly great. 


It is Just as expensive to equip 


a large dance orchestra. The Na- 
tional symphony members who ap- 
pear in the programs Walter Dam- 
rosch presents over NBC networks 
have expended $55.950 for instru- 
ments, while it cost the players in 
B. A. Rolfe's dance orchestra $52,- 
300 to provide themselves with mu- 
sic-making Implements. 


The melody makers who are in 


the reed section of a dance unit 
must make the largest investment 
in tuneful tools. Ross Gorman and 
And}' Sannella of the Rolfe orches- 
tra are versatile musicians wh> 
have spent a small fortune for in- 
struments. For their saxophones, 
clarinets, actavins. bassoons, sar- 
rusophones and other reeded horns, 
the names of which even they don't 
know, Gorman and Sannella have 
expended In excess of $18.000. 


Vanity In Instruments. 


Less costly instruments of eaual 


tone quality could have been pur- 
chased, but players in dance bands 
pride themselves on the ornamental 
appearance of their equipment, and 
scorn implements which do not 
gleam and glisten. Most of their 
instruments are gold-plated and 
hand 
engraved with mother-of- 


pearl inlays. 
Eight players of the strings in 
the Rolfe band have spent $6,500 
for the tools of their trade, while 
the xylophones and the two pianos 
add over $12,000 to the cost of 
equipment. 
Two tubas, a trombone and other 
horns represent an outlay of $3,100 
while an accordion cost $2,000. Two 
drums are valued at $1,500 and the 
incidental orchestral 
effects add 


another $1,000. Other instruments 
owned by members of the orches- 
tra, but used only occasionally, add 
several thousand dollars more to 
the value of the apparatus used in 
his band, Rolfe says. 


Violins Most Costly. 


Fourteen violins in Damrosch's 


symphony orchestra are the most 
expensive of the instruments in 
that unit, according to

Capacity and Charge of Storage 
Battery. 


The capacity of a storage B-bat- 
tery is anywhere from one to four 
and a half ampere hours dependinj 
upon its siae. A storage cell of on 
ampere hour will last approxirnatel 
50 hours. Larger capacity cells will 
last a proportionately longer time. 
The time required to charge such 
battery depends entirely upon th 
capacity of the battery, its elfici 
ency and the rate at which it : 
charged. From five to 34 hours is 
the probable time required for re 
charging. The state of charge o 
such batteries is best determined by 
means of a hvdrometer -which meas- 
ures the specific gravity of the acid.

Cause of Fading Sirnals. 


Fading is a normal and very 
much to be expected phenomenon 
experienced with all radio receivers. 
It is not noticeable on local stations 
but on more distant signals it is 
quite normal to experience fading. 
This is the fault of the transmis- 
sion medium and not at all the 
fault of a receiver. When fading is 
experienced on local stations, then 
the fault probably is with the set 
and most likely due to a poor con- 
tact in the filament or A-battery 
circuit of the receiver. Power tubes 
are. in general, desirable simply as 
a means of raising the undistorted 
sound output of the set. There is 
no connection between fading and 
whether or not a power ,tube is be- 


g used. 


Aerial Important in Obtaining Best 


Results. 


No two receiving locations are ex- 
actly alike, and this factor in radio 
reception should be considered if 
one really seeks to get the utmost 
performance from his radio invest- 
ment. This is partcmlarly true in 
cities, where receiving 
conditions 


differ greatly. 
In some locations 


the problem of local noises is a 
bothersome one. Elevators. X-rays, 
and electric motors are among the 
sources of disturbance. If not prop- 
erly handled from an installation 
standpoint, the element of local 
noise may prove serious enough to 
cause the listener much annoyance. 
The amount of energy intercepted 
from a broadcast station is roughly 
proportional to the length of the 
aerial. In other -words, a longer 
aerial will bring in a stronger sig- 
nal, which tends to 
override or 
drown out local noises. The popu- 
lar belief is* that the shorter the 
aerial, the better the reception will 
be in regard to noise. An aerial 
inside the house is usually found to 
give more noise than an outside 
aerial, and is not favored by service 
engineers. Modern sets cannot work 
at their best from a short stretch 
of wire strung about the room. 


For the -Notebook. 


Tubes began to deteriorate after 
being in use for a vear. Have them 
tested before trying to correct 
faulty conditions that exist in a set. 
Among the devices that have been 


adopted, used, and then discarded 
are such things as the cone and 


horn speakers, the regenerative re- - 
ceiver and ear-phones. 


A small fixed condenser in series 


with the lead-in or ground wire 
will improve the selectivity. 
The 


smaller the capacity of this con- 
denser, the greater will be the ef- 
fect. 
An annoying hum in a power set 


can sometimes be suppressed by in- 
stalling a line filter between the 
light socket and the receiver, trying 
the set in another room in the 
house or at the other end of the 
present room, or relocation of an- 
tenna, using an outdoor wire if pos- 
sible.

ence. 
As the result of a decision recent- 


ly handed down In the Federal Dis- 
trict court at Columbia, S. C., radio 
constitutes interstate commerce in 
the United States, and therefore, 
receiving sets, the essential instru- 
mentalities of the interstate com- 
merce, are not subject to state tax- 
ation. This ruling prohibits impos- 
ing a tax on radio sets owners in 
that state.

These are the Japanese com- 


mandments: 
Spend as much time as possible

Never eat more than once a day. 
Take a hot bath daily. 
Wear rough warm clothes. 
Early to bed and earl" to rise. 
Sleep at least six hours each night 


and at most seven and a half in a 
dark room with open, windows. 


Rest on the seventh day and dur- 


ing that day do not read or write. 


Avoid every expression of anger; 


never exercise the brain too much 
or loo long. 


Marry early; widows and widow- 
ers should remarry as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Drink coffee and tea in strictest 


moderation; do not smoke at all;

form. 


Avoid hot rooms, and, indeed, all
